The murderer 
of Mrs. Finny Spragne is unknowr/ aad 
tonight there is not the least clew that 
promises to reveal the ideniity of one 
of the most inhuman brutes that ever 
existed. Unless the authorities of this 
usually quiet little town have more to 
work upon than they have this evening 
there is little hope that the monster will 
ever pass the remainder of his days 
within the secure walls of gray Thomas- 
toe state prison.

is not connected with the crime. For 
four hours today, on the streets and in 
the stores, he was put through an in 
quisilion by a crowd of newspaper men. 
He was followed wherever ho wont by a 
large and curious 2ro!?<3. He was so 
nervous that he could not stand qaiel 
and almost jumped into the air when 
he was caught fair anJ square Dy a 
camera. 


He states {.ositively that he had not 


seen the wor>an since last November 
and his statement that he was at work on 
his fitrm all the forenoon and a part of 
the afternoon, on the day of the crime, 
is corroborated by his brother. John 
Simpson, a weH-kuowu carpenter. 
He 


also denk-s that he is responsible for the 
condition that the dead woman was said 
to be in, by her sitter. The alibi he 
has been able to furnish has cleared up 
.1 possible motive on his part.

<-eut maideu trip the big Kaiser Wilhelm 
der Oro.sse made her record breaking irip 
across the Atlantic, » voyage which 
smashed three records, it was predicted 
thai the cuiuiiig of the vessel thai is to 
traverse the transatlantic mule within 
four days was uot far distant. 


The North German Lloyd line, the 


company winch onus the swift 
liner 


which now holds the. marine blue rib- 
bon, has just placed with the Vulcan 
Shipbuilding compacy ot Stettin an or- 
der for a vessel which is to maintain an 
average speed of :i5 knots an hour. In 
the contract it is further stipulated that 
this forthcoming flier shall have a length 
of 752 feet and an engine power of 45,- 
000 horsepower. 


Moat 1'ovrerf nl Ship Ever Built. 
Thus in speed, horsepower and size 


this new leviathan will exceed all others 
now afloat or building. The nearest ap- 
proach to her in the way of speed U the 
Hamburg-American steampslup Deutsch- 
laiul, which is soon to be placed in serv- 
ice in the transatlantic route and which 
is guaranteed by her builders to have a 
sustained sea speed of not less than 23 
knots an hour. 


But the engines which are emplaced in 


the De<its<:blaud have an indicated horse 
power of only 33,000 as against this rac- 
er's 45.000. 
The horsepower 
of the 


Deutschlaud, by the way, far exceeds 
that of any other vessel now afloat. 


In regard to size this new product ot 


the German shipwright will far outclass 
anything now afloat. The Oceanic of the 
White Stnr line now holds the distinc- 
tion of being the biggest ship that was 
ever launched. But her length over all 
is 704 fee» against the new vessel's 752 
feet. 


With all her great size the Oceanic has 


no pretensions in the way of speed. She 
is content to make her way across the 
Atlantic in a week's time. The Deutsch- 
land, which is much faster, but of less 
size, hopes to accomplish the transat- 
lantic run within five days. 
The new 


ship will, if her builders fulfill their con- 
tract. steam into port in the near future 
with all sorts of broken records trailing 
behind her — that for greatest speed in an 
ocean liner and that for greatest length 
and beam and depth being among them. 


Keavlnff tbe Four Day Record. 


The contract calls for the vessel's com- 


pletion in 1901. Before she is completed 
it is possible that the strong rivalry 
which exists between the two big Ger 
man lines, the Hamburg-American and 
the North German Lloyd, may lead tc 
the building of another still bigger and 
faster. 


The construction of the record break- 


ing Kaiser Wilhelm' der Grosse of the 
North German Lloyd line brought about 
the building of the Deutschlaud by the 
Hamburg-American company. The pros 
pect that the Deutschlaud will outdo the 
Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse has iu turn 
led the North German ^Lloyd to contract 
for a vessel that will outclass her. 


It's a merry war and one which tht 


other lines regard with interest not un- 
miugled with apprehension. The Cunard 
line, whose Lucania holds the New York- 
Queetistown record, may be forced t( 
printer exertions. The best time uiadi 
by the Lucauia to the westward is fi 
days. 7 hours and 23 minutes. 
If the 


new Gorman racer goes over the same 
route and lives up to her contract in the 
way of speed, she will accomplish the 
run in 4 days and 21 hours.

"It was 24 hours until I knew any- 


thing and six weeks before I recovered 
from the subsequent attack of brain fe- 
ver. Then they told mo I had wandered 
that night into a cavo in the mountain, 
and not showing up the nest day they 
hnd gone searching for me. They wcro 
unsuccessful the first day, but taking the 
dog ns an afterthought on tho following 
day they had hunted me out and found 
me about a quarter of a mile from tho 
cave's mouth, traced there by the dog. 
Since that experience 1 nm pretty sure 
you will understand that the liquor habit 
or that which brings it to n man is not n 
pleasure to me."—Now York Sun.

THE SECRET, 


HOW A PLANT FEEDS. 


Digestive Proce»«e» Are Carried on 


In Ita Llvlntf Cell*. 


It is more than 2,000 years since phi- 


losophers began to speculate about the 
food of plants and what we may term 
their "digestive" processes, but it is only 
during the last half century that really 
clear and definite notions concerning the 
food supplies of the vegetable world have 
been generally accepted by scientific men. 


As far as is known, the first botanical 


experiment ever performed was conduct- 
ed by Van Hclrnont. He placed in a pot 
200 pounds of dried earth, and in it he 
planted a willow branch which weighed 
five pounds. He kept the whole covered 
up and daily wdtered the earth with rain- 
water. After five years' growth the wil- 
low was taken up and agaiu weighed 
aud was found to have gained Iti4 pounds. 
The earth iu the pot was dried and 
weighed and had lost only two ounces. 


Knowledge was not yet sufficiently ad 


vanced to enable Van Helmont to inter- 
pret these striking results correctly, and 
he came to the erroneous conclusion that 
the increased weight of the plant was due 
to the water which had been supplied to 
the roots. He therefore looked upon this 
experiment as supporting tae theory 
which he had advanced—viz, that plants 
required no food but water. 


Stephen Hales advanced vbe subject a 


great step by indicating that much of the 
increase in weight of plants was derived 
from, carbon dioxide in the air. 


Vegetable cells contain a liquid known 


as "cell sap," which is water holding in 
solution various materials which, have 
been taken op from without by the roots 
and leaves. 
These materials are thus 


brought in contact with the protoplasm, 
which causes them to undergo changes m 
composition which prepare them to be 
added to the substance of the plant. 
Thus it is iu the protoplasm, of the living 
cells of the plant that those "digestive" 
processes are carried on wliich Aristotle 
believed to occur in the soil. We see, 
then, that the' living cells are micro- 
scopic laboratories iu. which, the digestion 
of the food of the plant is carried on.— 
Knowledge. 


Pretty Bit of Superstition. 


When a Chinese baby takes a nap, 


people think its soul is having a rest— 
going out for a long walk perhaps. 
If 


the nap is a very long one, the mother ia 
frightened. She is afraid that her baby's 
soul has wandered too far away and 
cannot find its way home. If it doesn't 
come back, of com.se the baby will never 
awaken. 
Sometimes men are sent out 


into the streets to call the baby's name 
over and over again, as though it were a 
real child lost. 
They hope to lead the 


soul back home. 


If a baby sleeps while it is being car- 


ried from one place to another, the dan- 
ger of losing the soul along the way ia 
very great. So whoever carries the little 
one keeps saying its name out loud, so 
that tho soul will not stray away. They 
think of the soul as a'bird hopping along 
after them.

•will forget all about it. I can always tell 
about that by the way they catch on to 
the knack of adjusting them when they 
first put them on. People who have, to 
•wear glasses at all should wear specta- 
cles. But if they will wear nose.clips 
they must learn how to adjust them, or 
they'll vuin their eyes and break their 
pockets at the same time. Women are 
no worse than men in that. I've got a 
customer who paid me last year $50 for 
new lenses. That's about $1 a week, 
and I can't get him to wear spectacles 
yet."—New York Sun.

The Porcelain Tower. 


The famous porcelain tower was one of 


the architectural boasts of Nanking, Chi 
na. It was reared iu tbe ninth century 
before Christ by King A-yon nnd has 
been twice rebuilt—once iu the fourth 
century of the Christian era and again 
in 1413 by Hoang-li-Tai. The tower orig- 
inally attained a height of 350 feet. It 
consisted of nine stories surmounted by a 
great mast bounded by a spiral cage and 
crowned by an immense globe. A hundred 
and fifty-two large bells were bung from 
the roofs of the nine sttries, which wen' 
ornamented also with 128 lamps. The 
cost of the original edifice was estimated 
at between $35,000,000 and $40,000,000 
It was made of white brick, and the 
walls and roofs were brilliantly orna 
nientcd with porcelain. The great porce- 
lain tower was destroyed in 1853, during 
the Tae Ping occupation of the city.

My three 
days' stop ia San Francisco were very 
pleasantly spent and should like to 
have stayed there longer. I sailed from 
the»e on the TJ. S. A. T. Saerman on the 
ninth of February and after a remarka- 
bly quick run of twenty four days we 
dropped anchor in Manila Bay where 
the bavoc done by Dewey's ships is 
still much in evidence. I won't de- 
scribe any of these sights as it must be 
an old story to everybody by this time. 


Still I had it all told over to me again 


nnd the hulks of the different ships 
pointed ont to me as they lay half sunk 
in the dirty waters of the bay or run 
ashore on the beach at Cavite. 


After reporting to the flagship and 


then to the commandant of the station, 
I began to look around for Trask. 
I 


met him as he was coming from lunch 
and a more joyous greeting was never 
extended to anyone than he gave me. 
T waa mighty glad to see him too and 
really don'c kaow what I should have 
done without him at iirjt. 
After telling 


him all the latest news from home, over 
a month old it was, I mentioned that I 
was hot, dusty and dirty and would 
like a good bath and a chance to change 
my clothes.

ments and all they talk about from 
morning to night is, "When we go 
home." They all believe they can put 
up with anything in the states after a 
year out here. 


One thing the government has got to 


do if they expect to keep their clerks 
here any length of time and that is to 
provide them with with just a few com- 
forts. As it is now the boys simply 
won't stay here a minute longer than 
they can help and quite a few have had 
to resign on account of not being able 
to stand it, while others ha?e been sent 
home tick. 


It would cost very little for tha gov- 


ernment to erect comfortable quarters 
for the clerks and that is the main 
thing. 
The present force is putting 


up with any old thing, ]ust banking on 
going home POID, but if many more 
new clerks come I don't know what 
they will do. One of the lads in the 
storehouse here has justleceived money 
from his folks to go home; he has only 
been here a few weeks. Poor chap, I 
pitied him, he was so homeeick.
